ENGLISH FOX HUNTERS. 

The |Kirtrails of a holiday fox-hunter and a high-flying fox-hunter have been 
thus strongly sketched. A "imliduy fox-hunter in preparing for the chase, in order 
to avoid every tiling lionlcring upon fashionable effeminacy, proves the strength 
of his stomach by huge slices of beef, und rejects those degrading slops of ten, 
coffee, or chocolate, fur u jug of strong lieer, nnd keeps all quiet witli a bumper or 
two of brandy; thus internally defended, with a new velvet rap, cordovan boots, 
doe-skin breeches, long-necked spurs, orange-nodded saddle, and lemon-fronted 
bridle, the hero of the oay ami his steed are both equipped; and if mounted on a 
horse whose four legs have lieen fired, it will afford liim the op|H>rtuuity of know¬ 
ingly remarking, that 11 his superior excellence make* up for every external ble¬ 
mish, and that hr docs not rare a farthing fur appearances ; his horse is one of 
(lie safest and he*t-h\-|icd hunter*, and that lie has been bid ii cool hundred for 
him." In order, therefore, to put In* excellence to the proof, lie sets out late, and 
after n gallop of ten or a dozen miles, brings his horse up to the hounds in a 
lather, just as they Hre going to throw off: this naturally excites the surprise of 
every old-fushiomd sportsman; but that the lieing remarked may not rest upon a 
single chance, lie rides rudely against one or two of the com puny, seems totally 
ignorant of the accident, nor thinks it necessary to apologize; such behavior gives 
nn nr of importance, renders him more conspicuous than the most formal and 
honorable introduction, and shows he is too friendly upon the field to stand upon 
ceremony. The instant the fox is found, if not before, he is sure to ride over and 
cripple some of the hounds, to dash at every unnecessary leap, to press his horse 
most through the deepest ground, and when the dogs come to a check to vociferate 
some impertinent question to take off their attention; if fortunate enough to be in 
at the death, he makes inquiry for the nearest inn, nnd there calls fora quart of 
ale for his horse and a drum for himself; after this re reshment, he mounts again 
and rattles his horse home with similar expedition to that of the morning. 

The high-flying fox-hunter exhibits a few slight characteristic variations: he 
endeavors to inculcate the idea that riding hard and riding bold are (lie leading 
qualifications to acquire pre-eminence, and, in fact, that nothing but the chase can 
ever engnge a sensible man ; to confirm his servants in this opinion, the strict

Whenever he happens 
to be in at the death, lie seizes upon the brush or a pad at least, as a trophy, and 
for which he has given the huntsman or whipper-in a previous hint, if not a pre¬ 
vious gratuity.
